Police have finally identified 
the man killed on SR 715 last 
Friday evening, but now they 
are seeking any next of kin.

Johnson he did not see Mr. 
Holt because it was so dark. 
Mr. Melindez was traveling 
northbound on SR 715 about 
8:15 p.m. when the accident 
happened.

It seems every time you pick 
up a newspaper or magazine 


some scientist is disputing 


claims made by a previous 
study. Keeping up with what 
is good for you not what is bad 
for you is not an easy task. 

Rather than worrying about 
these research studies, why 
not take a common sense 
approach and follow the advice 
of the one person you know 
was always right: Your moth- 
ег, 

Think about it. For years, 
mothers have been passing 


down age-old health advice 


that makes sense. Eat your 


breakfast. Get off that couch 


and get some exercise. Drink 
water. Get enough sleep. Eat 
your vegetables. Have an 
apple instead of that junk 
food. 

Mothers never needed to do 
expensive tests to know. that 
their kids were supposed to 
eat balanced meals to stay 
healthy. They could have told 
you that high-fat, no-carbohy- 
drate diet didn't sound safe. 

From their own experience, 
they knew that homemade 
chicken soup helps when you 
have a cold. They may have 
felt somewhat validated when 
researchers later found out 
just why the chicken soup 
helps, that the onions and gar- 


lic are beneficial and the body 
needs fluids. But the why 
never mattered so much as the 
fact that it made their kids 
feel better. 

Maybe this country. needs 
fewer expensive studies and 
more common sense. 

If you are on a low-fat, high 
fiber diet, don't change. It's 
good for you anyway, even if it 
doesn't lower your risk of col- 
orectal cancer. A low-fat diet 
that includes lots of fresh veg- 
etables and fruits is an overall 
healthy diet, It helps lower 
your risk of heart disease and 
high blood pressure. According 
to the New England Journal of 
Medicine, the way to lower 
your risk of colorectal cancer 
is to get more exercise. Walk, 


run, jog, swim, dance ... just

get moving. 

A study published in The 
Annuals of Internal Medicine* 
also states that diets high in, 
folic acid can reduce the risk of 
colon саћсег. For folic acid, eat 
lot of fruits and vegetables. 
Broccoli is especially high in 
folic acid. (Your mother proba- 
bly knew that.) 

Another study which has 
been in the news lately indi- 
cates American children are 
not getting enough calcium for 
proper bone growth. They 
should be listening to their 
mothers (or maybe grand- 
mothers) who can't sit down at 
a table without intoning,.
